I do hope your baby is grand and that her parents are happily 
settled in New Haven; also that your son and his wife are well.

Dear Mr. Minister: 

President Briggs has just handed me a very important communication -- 
so important that I have asked his permission to send you a copy. 
This historic year, 1941, is " Mew Dormitory Year” at Phillips Univer¬ 
sity. 

Has your church or some women's organization in your church accepted a 
project for Clay Hall? {A list of projects and a three-year project 
form are enclosed), If some definite?, responsibility has not been ac¬ 
cepted it is I-M-P-E-R-A-T-I-V-E that it be accepted N-O-W. Clay Hall 
will cost approximately $120,000 and will take care of 120 girls. We 
have secured $80,000 in cash and pledges. We must secure $40,000 in 
cash and pledges by May 27 (see third paragraph of President Briggs' 
letter).

If we all, pul l 
together this spring wg. can begin construction next summer . Then your 
girls will come bock to Phillips next fall with s million doll^r smile. 

I would appreciate it very much if President Briggs' letter could be 
read to your entire congregation, for everyone must become vividly 
aware that 1941 is Mew Dormitory Year at Phillips .

Dear Kirby: 

A note in from Walt this morning indicates you are to be in New Haven this week-end, 
which gives me a good opportunity to reach you. I am delighted you are to be at the 
Whittier Institute this year. I had hoped you would be at the other two on the Coast 
and that accounts partly for the fact that you haven't been invited to any of the 
others. A few days ago, George Selleck wrote in asking whether or not there was any 
possibility of having you. I wrote back and told him there was a possibility, but in 
light of the fact you were to be at the Whittier Institute I presumed you would be 
in the Western part of the country at that time of the year and it would be a long 
and expensive haul to bring you back for the New England Institute unless you had 
other plans which would keep you busy in this part of the country just before you 
left on the Western trip to meet the Whittier date. 

Joe still doesn't have the situation well in hand at Reed and Mills for the religious 
pacifist work.

At the Student Peace Service Institute, we are going to use Joe King, Peter Drucker, 
James Manfredini, Otto Klineberg, Warren Mullin, Krishnalal Shridharani, and possibly 
Andrew Cordier. There will be one or two more additions, I think. We are going to 
miss you greatly. We will look forward to your presence with us another year. 

Well, this is mostly just a friendly note to let you know how things are coming and 
to.let you.know we are.proud of the work you are doing. If you should be in the 
Philadelphia area, (which I judge you will from Red's schedule), I'd like to see you.

Dear Friends, 

Since my return from America, to my duties as Principal and Teacher of Bible 
and Rural Economics was added membership on a Government Committee to consider the 
complete re-organization of the Government Agricultural Department and agricultural 
education in the United Provinces. When we started agricultural education thirty-one 
years ago, we almost had to pay students to come, it was so unpopular. But to-day 
there are four non-Government colleges and many high schools teaching agriculture. 

At least half a dozen other junior colleges have made application to teach agriculture. 
The work on the Committee has taken me away many days and besides I have advised two 
junior colleges in connection with these applications. The Institute has an increas¬ 
ingly important function in maintaining educational standards in this period of 
expansion. Some of our graduates are teaching in these colleges and we are being urged 
to provide advanced training to give better preparation for such posts. We still have 
to refuse about five students for each one we admit. 

India is increasingly concerned with world affairs. I have been called upon to 
speak to a number of university and other bodies, like the Rotary in Lucknow, to try 
and interpret to India, American public opinion. I am not quite sure how good I am 
at this. We sailed from San Francisco, the 8th of July, 1940, during the period of 
deepest gloom over the unexpected collapse of France. Unfortunately, our mails, have, 
taken anywhere from two to three times the normal length of time in getting from the 
United States to us. We hear a few things over the radio from Manila. We have not 
been able to get the United States direct, but from what I gather, public opinion in 
America is changing about as fast as any nation's in history. 

In September the Institute rejoiced at the return of Mr. Hayes, our horticul¬ 
turist, his wife, our Institute doctor, and Mr. Brooks, our chemist. In October the 
new missionaries came-Dr. and Mrs- Millen, Mr. and Mrs. Strong and Miss Katherine 
Hoffman, an M.Sc. in Home Economics. Her parents were missionaries in Korea. Dr. 
Millenis a veterinarian and bee expert-and Mr. Strong an agricultural engineer.. Mrs. 
Millen, Mrs. Strong and Miss Hoffman will strengthen our Home-Making Department. 

On our own farm we find that the problems involved in dairying and in growing 
field and horticultural crops are so different from those in the United States, 
because of difference in climate, 'soil, and the crops grown, that American methods 
need modification. Several of our staff are doing research in the immediate problems 
connected with profitable agriculture. We stress the profits, for unless we show the 
students that they can get a living out of their training here, there is not much 
point in our teaching agriculture.. 

Some of the major problems on which we have been working, such as cattle breed¬ 
ing, and the development of plows and other implements to meet the needs of the 
ordinary farmer, I have mentioned in previous letters. This work continues, with 
increasing success. The engineering department is also making barrel churns and other 
dairy implements, after years of experiment to find a suitable wood which would not 
impart an unpleasant taste to the milk or butter. The cost is far less than the 
price of imported implements, which are too expensive for most Indian dairymen. Our 
department of agronomy has been testing local varieties of crops against those recom¬ 
mended by the Government. While India is rich in the variety of fruits and vege¬ 
tables grov/n, because of the difficulties involved, few villagers grow them for their 
own use, and because of their poverty, they cannot buy them. What an abundant supply 
of these would mean in the improvement of public health, it is hard to exaggerate. 

So our horticultural department is steadily working away at methods of increasing the 
supply and lowering the price. American grapefruit trees have proved an exceedingly 
valuable introduction on our farm, but still present problems. We are looking for 
a rootstock resistant to disease. Deficiencies of minor elements in the soil are ap¬ 
pearing and must be studied. The plant pathologist. Dr. Vestal, has his hands full 









With these problems, an obscure but serious disease of the papaya, and many'diseases 
of farm crops. 

While we were home on furlough, friends gave my wife enough money for some of 
the most urgent needs of the Home-Making Department. By the time we returned Mrs. 
Vestal had secured Government recognition for the course taught, and had twelve girls, 
all high school passed, in residence. A new dormitory must be ready by the time a 
new class is admitted in July. The University has appointed a committee to study 
woman’s education and has co-opted Mrs. Vestal and my wife. We hope that before long 
our girls will be taking their exams for a B.Sc. in Home Economics. Many Indians who 
have studied this proposed course are favourable to it because, in general, women's 
education has sadly neglected the home. 

I don’t want to weary you with what fascinates me-the growth and development of 
our projects which- prove beneficial and acceptable to the needy people of India. Much 
of this has been made possible through the prayers and generous giving of our friends 
in the U.S.A. To-day about 50 percent of our income is raised in India. Old students 
of the Institute have this year encouraged us with useful gifts. I have been greatly 
disturbed by reports from our treasurer's office, indicating that our income from 
America has been seriously reduced. Unless we get relief we will have to give up or 
restrict some of our vital work. No one need fear that a small gift is unappreciated, 
for most of our money comes in small gifts. 

Before I retire, in less than three years, I would like to see a chapel, a 
library, a seed-store, an infirmary, the men's dormitory completed, the laboratories 
enlarged, a dormitory and laboratory for the Home-Making Department and faculty bunga¬ 
lows. What appropriate memorials these buildings would be. 

Recently we took a missionary and his wife around the farm and Institute. At 
lunch afterwards he asked, "But how do you relate all this to evangelism?''—a question 
often asked and that must be answered. Most of our students are in a daily Bible 
class. At each weekly assembly when all the college comes together I usually give a 
religious address. Our better grain, fruit, vegetables and milk will give food to the 
hungry and better health. In India the infant mortality is the highest in the world, 
mainly because there is no good milk available when the baby is weaned. Today my 
wife brought in from the village a sick baby and a boy of fourteen with dropsy and an 
ulcer. Dr. Hayes said the baby might survive with expert care but has little chance 
under conditions as they are in that village home. In helping such cases we are link¬ 
ing healing and evangelism as Jesus did. 

I have the feeling that all of our work is evangelistic in the deepest sense in 
that it is revealing to our Indian neighbours that God is the Creator of all men 
everywhere, and loves His children, and wants them to have all His good gifts. Jesus 
the Saviour of the World is concerned with everything that makes for the physical and 
mental and spiritual well-being of man. 

My wife joins me in kindest regards and best wishes to all our good friends.

Library Announces 
Check Losses Now 
Seem Permanent 

Two library workers stated last 
night that most of the checks miss¬ 
ing from the library cloak room 
seem to be permonently lost.

' National defense demands re¬ 
lating to snythetic drugs which 
may be needed to supplement the 
nation’s present supplies of quinine 
and opiate shave prompted the set¬ 
ting up in the National Institute of 
Health of the United States Public 
Health Service of a new unit 
known as the Division of Chemo¬ 
therapy which is headed by Sur¬ 
geon William Henry Sebrell, Jr., 
’25. 

The chief of this new division of 
the National Institute of Health was 
born in Portsmouth, Va., Septem¬ 
ber 11, 1901. He entered the Uni¬ 
versity in the fall of 1919 and stud¬ 
ied in the College for two sessions 
before taking up the study of medi¬ 
cine. He received his medical de¬ 
gree in 1925. He was a member of 
the Alpha Omega Alpha, Delta Sig¬ 
ma Phi and Phi Beta Pi fraternities. 

Dr. Sebrell has been on the staff 
of the U. S. Public Health Service 
ever since his graduation, receiving 
promotions until he attained the 
grade of surgeon in 1937. He did 
graduate work in medicine in 
George Washington University and 
he has also served the Medical 
School of that University as lectur¬ 
er in public health. 

Expert On Nutrition 

Since 1928 Dr. Sebrell has done 
much research in nutrition and he 
is the author of a large number 
of papers and contributions to the 
field of nutrition and the vitamins. 
From 1935 through 1937 he was a 
member of the League of Nations 
Technical Committee on Nutrition. 
He is a member of the Committee 
on Nutrition of the Pan-American 
Sanitary Bureau, is treasurer of the 
American Institute of Nutrition, is 
a fellow of the American Public 
Health Association, and is a mem¬ 
ber of the American Society of Bio¬ 
logical Chemists, the Society for 
Clinical Investigation, and other 
medical and chemical associations. 

The new unit of the National 
Institute of Health of which Dr. 
Sebrell is the chief was set up to 
facilitate research regarding new 
sulfanilamide products and new 
synthetic drugs with the anti- 
malarial properties to make the 
United States independent of the 
Dutch East Indies quinine supply. 
The new division will also extend 
work relating to opium and mor¬ 
phine derivitives ,and various stud¬ 
ies relating to aging and nutrition. 
New Studies 

Nutrition studies are now center- 
around the vitamin B complex. Re¬ 
search concerning aribofla vino sis, 


upon its present and carefully an¬ 
ticipated ability to pay for needed 
improvements.” 

Six-Year Period 

The program will cover a period 
of six years, or three biennial leg¬ 
islative periods to follow the pat¬ 
tern of a long range plan. The en¬ 
tire program, which will be re¬ 
viewed by a committee to be ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor, will be 
subject to a thorough study every 
two years, at which time projects 
which have been completed will be 
removed from the list and new 
projects will be added. 

Officials here and at other agen¬ 
cies throughout the State will out¬ 
line the proposed location of any 
new project, estimated cost, esti¬ 
mated increase in annual operating 
budget due to the project, the 
status of existing utilities for the 
project, status of plans and site, 
estimated construction time, useful 
life of the proposed improvement 
and the character of its need. 


a vitamin deficiency disease discov^ 
ered last year by Dr. Sebrell and 
his associates is also continuing. 
The far reaching applications of sul¬ 
fanilamide have led to attempts on 
the part of the staff to discover 
new products derived from this 
drug and new uses for these mod¬ 
ern miracles of medical science. The 
new division will also be concerned 
with studies connected with selen¬ 
ium poisoning. Problems related 
to aging, including biological 
changes and diseases peculiar to 
older people, are also a major con¬ 
cern of this new division.

as their vocation but who appre¬ 
ciate and know themselves suited 
more to an education such as some 
of the above courses offer. Men to 
whom the world of science, mathe¬ 
matics and economics hold little in¬ 
terest. 


The present philosophy that an 
education, to be thorough and com¬ 
plete, should include math, lan¬ 
guage, and science no matter what 
the major, would not have to be 
destroyed to include graduates of 
journalism from the ’ University. 
The journalism graduate would be 
no less educated than one who 
majors in Economics, Mathematic 
or Philosophy, for example. Fur¬ 
thermore for the English major to 
be able to study literary criticism 
and the Political Science major to 
study analysis of propaganda 
would surely be worthwhile. All 
this not to de-emphasize the value 
to the staffs of University public^ 
tions and to those men actually 
interested in newspaper work as a 
career. 


Perhaps the time is not far away 
when students and townspeople and 
subscribers through the county and 
state will be delivered the “Daily 
Topics” a fine and progressive 
morning newspaper published by 
the members of the “Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson School of Journalism.”
